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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on May 27, 2005. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 11-12 have been canceled. 

3. The first page of the specification must be updated to included 08/543,786 now 
abandoned. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bantz et 
al. (5,123,029). 

Regarding claim 6, Bantz discloses a computer system comprising: 

a local area network (LAN) having one or more servers connected thereto (see 
fig.1 , 18, and its description); 

an access point connected to said LAN, said access point including means for 
enabling interfacing of said LAN with a plurality remote interface devices by way of a 
radio link (see fig.1, elements 10, 12, 14, 16, 26, 28, and its description); and 

a plurality of wireless interface devices, each of said wireless interface devices 
including means for communicating with said access point by way of a radio link (see 
fig.1 A, elements 10, 12, 14, 16, 26, 28, and its description). 
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Regarding claim 7, Bantz further discloses LAN is a wired LAN (see fig.1 A, 
element 32 and its description). 

Regarding claims 8-9, Bantz further discloses LAN is a wireless LAN (see fig.1 A, 
elements 30, 34 and its description). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bantz et 
al. (5,123,029) in view of Sheu (5,781 ,715). 

Regarding claim 10, Bantz discloses all the subject matters described in rejected 
claim 6, except for . However, Sheu discloses a fault-tolerant bridge/router with 
distributed switch-over mechanism comprising: a second LAN and a router said router, 
connecting said LAN and said second LAN (see fig.1, elements LAN 1-4, 20 and its 
description). Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to use the Sheu's the multiple LAN networks in Bantz's 
invention in order to improve the use of multiple LAN networks.
